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A foreword to our 
1954 Catalogue 


Comments are based on our own growing experience—you may not 
agree with us, but we are reporting as we saw things—no axes to grind 
—no friends to favor. 


Three test gardens close by helped us shape our opinions for they 
had the same growing conditions as we did. 


A hot dry season, with ten days in August with over 90° each day. 
Straw mulch and an irrigation system were lifesavers. 


While you may not agree with us on all our comments, we have 
tried to be fair to each variety. Certainly, they have all had the same 
care, they were all grown under the same conditions, and,some just 
were better than others. Varieties that did not perform too well will 
be tried another year, as it sometimes takes a year’s growing to get 
the best results. 


There were a large number of varieties under test in the test 
gardens close by. This enabled us to check our results with the test 
gardens, and also let us get a peek at some of the good ones to come. 
We would recommend highly, that you send your best seedlings to 
test gardens for trial. Scattered around the country as they are, you 
get a chance to find out, before introduction, how well your glad will 
grow in foreign soils. Test gardens are worth while and it is just too 
bad that everyone cannot have a test garden close by. 


The hot dry weather had its effect throughout the state. Spikes at 
all the shows were off quality, mostly fewer buds and shorter spikes. 
If a glad stood up to our August heat, it would probably do well any- 
where—and some of them can really take it. More comments about 
them as you get back to descriptions. 


The straw mulch again saved us and was worth the time and money 
it cost. For a small home garden where two or three bales will cover, 
it is an investment that will repay itself without question. It may not 
look quite as nice as plain soil, nicely cultivated, but it will produce 
better, nicer, and larger spikes. It’s true, the wheat or oats will grow 
up in the rows, but with a small garden, that’s not hard to control. 
It may be hard to turn under in the fall or next spring, but come next 
summer, you will have a lot of extra humus in your soil. Actually, in 
two or three years of doing this, you would hardly recognize the same 
soil. Your ‘soil is cooler, you need less water, and you get much better 
growth. We recommend it. 


An irrigation system is a life saver and we are fortunate enough to 
have water to supply one. A couple of springs help form a little pond 
from which we pump our water. A Skinner overhead system does the 
rest. Some extra cost, of course, but worth it. You can start with a 
hand-turn and then graduate into automatic without too much cost. 


We continued our plan of planting seed in bands. Seed is planted 
early in the year, in bands, and started in the greenhouse. As soon as 
the cold frames are empty, we move them outside and continue grow- 
ing in the frames until late in October. We can give them better 
attention, more water, and keep them growing longer by doing this. 
We get nice size bulbs this way and most of them bloom the next 
season, so we get a chance to see color the second year. We plant from 
ten to twenty seeds in three inch bands and will get bulbs from size 
three to size six in the fall. Some varieties will make larger bulbs 
than will other crosses, but it is not unusual to get ten or twelve half- 
inch bulbs from one band. 


The question of which bulb will produce the best show spike again 
had our attention. We are more and more inclined to say that a large 
plump bulb, grown from a number one bulb, and with a scar up to an 
inch in size, will do better than a large plump bulb grown from a No. 6 
bulb or from bulblets, with a scar of a quarter inch or less. It has been 
our theory that the first bulb will have more roots, it can take in more 
food and water than will the bulb with the small scar. We would 
suggest you try it and see for yourself. Personally, we would prefer 
the large plump bulb with the large scar for best results. 


EARLY ORDERS 


We always ask that you order as early as possible for several 
reasons. Work bunches up late in the spring, we are starting to plant 
for one thing, and perhaps the most important reason for all is the 
fact that our stocks are picked over early in the year and you might 
not get the variety you wanted, or the size you wanted. We like to get 
our orders filled as they come in, even though shipment is not made 
until late in the season. We can give an order much better attention 
when it is received early in the year. 


We would suggest that orders sent in after the middle of March 
should provide for substitution of size, and if possible for substitution 
of variety. We will do our best to fill your orders as you request and 
will not substitute unless we are out of the item or size. If substitutions 
are made, we will give equal or more value than the original item. 


EXTRAS 


It has become more or less a trade practice to give some extras with 
an order, primarily for the purpose of having you try out some varieties 
we think you might like. Some catalogues offer a percentage discount 
of your own selection, and others do like we do, put in some extras 
we think might appeal to you. 


When an order is filled and ready to ship, the question of what to 
put in as an extra comes up. If the man has ordered we will say, 
mostly smokies, it’s not too hard to see where he might like some 
unusual or rare smokie as an extra, but where the order covers a lot 
of varieties, what to put in becomes a problem. We wish you would 
suggest what you would like, a number of items if you care to, so that 
we can fill the extras from some of those items. The number of extras 
we can give will depend on the size of the order and when it is 
received. The earlier orders probably get the best in the way of 
extras,—we have more to select from, and we have more time in 
which to do it. 


SHIPPING 


We can ship anytime within reason, if we ship by express. Ordi- 
narily, we like to start shipping in March, but we always check 
weather reports before we ship, especially to the colder states. We 
would appreciate your putting an approximate shipping date on your 
order to guide us. If you want something in a hurry, just say so on 
your order and we will do our best to get it going for you. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We do not substitute unless you give us permission to do so. On 
orders received early in the season, there is hardly any need to sub- 
stitute, as our stocks are full. But, as you get further along, March 
15th and later, the stocks are beginning to show bare spots, and we 
would like to have your permission to substitute sizes if possible after 
that date. We would like also to have your permission to substitute 
varieties on all late orders. In the event we do substitute, we will give 
you full value in the substitution, a better variety if possible. 


PRICES AND TERMS 


We have tried to keep our prices in line with our costs. We do not 
try to undersell the other fellow, we would prefer to give you good 
bulbs, free from disease, thrips, etc., at a fair price to both you and 
ourselves, than to give you poor bulbs at a cheap price. 


Where a minimum quantity is shown, such as 5/25c—please do not 
order less than the minimum shown. Most of the prices shown will 
give the each price and also the ten price. If you order five bulbs, you 
may use half the ten price. We are listing also bulbs in one hundred 
quantities. We might be able to supply some of the other varieties 
in hundred lots, but unless you find the item you want on the whole- 
sale list, please contact us for hundred prices before you order. 


Shipment of bulbs purchased on the hundred basis will be made 
F.O.B. Aurora. In other words, you pay transportation charges. If 
you order both wholesale and retail items, we will include extras 
enough to make up the transportation on the retail items. 


We prepay shipping costs on retail orders over $5.00. Under that 
amount, please add $.35 to cover shipping and packing. If the $.35 is 
too much, we will make it up in extras. 


ARASAN 


All our bulbs are dusted with a mixture of Arasan and DDT. This 
is done when we clean the bulbs, and they are ready for planting 
without any further treatment. This gives us excellent disease control. 
Our purchases are all dusted with the same mixture as soon as received, 
or they are dusted with straight Arasan as they are being planted. 
We put a few bulbs in a bag, a spoonful or so of Arasan and shake the 
bag well. This coats the bulbs with the dust and then we plant them. 
Much easier than dipping or soaking,—so much faster. Even if you 
dust the bulbs and cannot plant them, no harm is done, which is not 
the case with some soaks. We have eight ounce cans of Arasan 
available at $1.50 if you cannot locate locally. 


EXPLANATION OF LISTINGS 
ABU HASSAN (K & M 47) 77 Days 378 


This is a typical heading to a variety listing. ABU HASSAN is of 
course the name of the variety (K & M 47) is the name of the intro- 
ducer and the year of introduction. 


77 Days—average time from planting to blooming of a large bulb. 
Smaller bulbs will take longer. 


378 is the color classification and size. 


Then follows a brief description of the variety with comments on 
growing habits performance, faults, etc. The phrase “well balanced” 
or “well proportioned” is used frequently. It means that the flower 
head starts big at the bottom and gradually tapers upward to a point. 
The flowerhead must match the handle too, in order to be well bal- 
anced. A tall spike with a short flowerhead should not be classed as 
well balanced, nor would a spike with a lot of florets open but with 
the buds above the opened florets still tight be so classed. 


Price and: size follows, “L’”’ indicates large size bulbs, measuring 
more than 114” in diameter. ‘M” is a medium size bulb, 34” to 1%4” 
in diameter. “S” indicates a small bulb, under 34” in diameter. “B” 
stands for bulblets. 


You will get best results from the large bulbs although they will 
cost you more. 


Medium size bulbs will often produce show quality spikes, and will 
often produce saleable spikes. Growing conditions are quite a factor 
in this case. 3 


Small bulbs will frequently, although not always bloom. The spike 
they produce is not top quality, but you should get a large bulb to 
grow on the next year. They are cheaper to buy if you do not have to 
have results the first year. Most smalls are grown from bulblets. 


Bulblets or cormlets are the cheapest way to get started in a variety. 
You should figure on only getting small bulbs from bulblets the first 
year of growing. You may be able to get large and medium bulbs 
under the best of growing conditions, and with some varieties. These 
small bulbs, grown on the next year should make large bulbs. Thus it 
takes two years to get a big bulb from a bulblet. Some bulblets are 
very hard to germinate and you may get a very poor stand. Other 
varieties seem to germinate every bulblet. Peeling or cracking the 
shell will help in germinating. Expensive bulblets should be peeled 
or cracked before planting. They can be planted as early as the ground 
can be worked in the spring. 
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A WORD OF CAUTION—Please note that we are quoting sizes by 
diameter and not circumference. You will see some large display ads 
once in a while, offering “large” bulbs, fully one and three-quarters 
inches in circumference for a very cheap price, say 100 for $2.00 or so. 
That size 134” in circumference, is properly classed as small. Do not 
be misled. Where ‘“Pkge.”’ appears after the Bulblet listing, it means 
that the package will contain from 25 to 50 bulblets. 


We aim to sell only quality stock, the kind we like to get and the 
kind that is worth the little extra that it costs. Our fields are state 
inspected, and our stock is state inspected before we start shipping. 
Rogueing is done regularly and any doubtful bulbs are pulled and 
burned, regardless of their cost or scarcity. This is expensive—it kind 
of hurts to pull a $5.00 bulb—but it more than pays in satisfaction in 
feeling sure you are putting out clean, disease free bulbs. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included in all shipments. It will be 
the latest up to date information, written by experts and published by 
the North American Gladiolus Council. 


GUARANTEE 


We guarantee our bulbs to be true to name and free from disease or 
thrip. Please open the package immediately wpon receipt, examine 
carefully, and if not satisfactory, advise us at once. All of us make 
errors once in a while and if any of the bulbs are found to be not as 
represented, we will either refund your money on their return, or we 
will replace the unsatisfactory stock. However, we can at no time be 
liable for more than the original amount paid for the bulbs. Due to 
conditions beyond our control, we are not responsible for the growth 
of bulbs or bulblets. All orders are placed with this understanding. 
Both the field and the bulbs have been state inspected, giving us added 
assurance that we are shipping disease and thrip free bulbs.

Its only handicap 
is-its lateness, but we were able to bloom it in 90 days from sprouted 
bulbs.

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Glad Specie Seed 
As this is going to the press, we have not as yet received notice 
from our South African grower as to what species he is going to be able 


to supply us with this year. However, we expect to have our usual 
supply and if you are interested, we suggest you write us. 


We have found specie seed hard to germinate, even in the green- 
house, but may, accidently stumbled on to something. Last May, we 
had a number of seeds left, so we planted them in the greenhouse in 
bands. Only one or two germinated and some specie didn’t even 
show a sign of germination. We dug around in the bands, (something 
easy to do in a greenhouse) and could find the seeds, and we concluded 
they were dead. However, rather than disturb those that were 
growing, we continued to water the entire lot. Around October 1st, 
we noticed some thing that looked like grass beginning to grow in the 
bands and a month later, we had good growth in all the specie bands. 
We are just reporting our experience in hope it may help someone else. 


If our usual supply comes, we hope to have the following varieties, 
but as we said above we cannot be sure.
